YOUR  SUPERINTENDENT  REPORTS 


Christopher  Morley  began  a novel  by  stating,  "To  be  deeply  rooted  in  a place 


that  has  meaning  is  perhaps  the  best  gift  a child  can  have";  and  further  says, 
"If  that  place  has  beauty  and  a feeling  of  permanence,  it  may  suggest  to  him 
unawares  that  sense  of  identity  with  the  physical  earth  which  is  the  humblest 
and  happiest  of  life's  intuitions." 

Herbert  Hoover  says  of  young  children,  "For  theirs  is  the  province  of  Joy 
and  good  humor." 

Unfortunately,  the  children  who  come  under  the  care  of  the  Children's  Home 
Society  of  Florida  are  not  those  who  live  in  a "province  of  joy  and  good  humor." 
Nor  ore  they  those  who  are  "deeply  rooted  in  a ploce  that  has  meaning."  The 
foct  is  that  all  of  our  children  come  to  us  from  "Broken  Homes" — homes  broken 
permanently  In  most  instances,  for  our  work  now  is  limited  pretty  largely  to  the 
care  and  placement  of  children  who  are  committed  to  us  legally  and  permanently 
by  the  Juvenile  and  County  Courts  of  this  State,  children  whom  these  Courts  find 
it  necessary  to  remove  from  their  own  homes  ond  relatives  permanently. 

It  becomes  our  responsibility  and  our  rare  privilege  to  try  to  place  these 
children  in  carefully  selected  foster  family  homes  where  they  will  receive  perma- 
nent care,  love,  training  and  where  they  will  enjoy  those  blessings  of  normal  home 
life  thot  God  intended  every  child  to  have.  We  hope  and  believe  that  through 
these  carefully  selected  homes,  we  can  bring  to  each  of  these  little  ones  the 
experience  of  living  in  a "province  of  joy  ond  good  humor" — and  the  gift  of  being 
"deeply  rooted  in  a place  that  has  meaning"  ...  a "place  that  has  beauty  and 
a feeling  of  permanence."  There  can  be  no  other  service  in  life  that  is  more 
important  or  genuinely  worthwhile. 


The  factors  that  contribute  to  the  "Broken  Homes"  from  which  our  children 
come  are  death,  disease,  desertion,  abandonment,  neglect,  abuse,  separation  of 
parents. 

We  cannot  be  satisfied  to  continue  to  accept  children  from  these  "Broken 
Homes"  and  do  nothing  to  prevent  their  coming.  It  is  our  job  to  do  our  utmost 
to  try  to  eliminate  these  factors,  to  do  oway  with  disease,  desertion,  separation 
of  parents,  etc.  Much  we  have  done  in  sponsoring  legislation  thru  the  years  in 
Florida — and  actually  securing  the  passage  of  laws  that  have  definitely  remedied 
some  of  these  conditions.  Much  more  remains  to  be  done — and  it  is  our  purpose 
to  continue  to  study  the  causes  of  dependency,  disease,  and  neglect  to  the  end 
that  we  may  definitely  decrease  the  number  of  children  who  will  need  to  lose 
their  own  homes,  their  own  parents.  We  recognize  the  Homes  ond  Families  of 
Florida  as  this  State's  greatest  assets — and  it  is  our  purpose  to  see  that  these 
assets  are  protected  in  every  possible  way. 

Is  it  to  be  wondered — living  with  these  children  as  we  do — children  inured  to 
and  conditioned  by  poverty,  hunger,  change,  abuse,  debauchery,  children  who  come 
from  homes  of  filth  and  squalor,  homes  where  rats  run  over  them  as  they  sleep, 
where  children  scream  out  ot  night  as  they  are  attacked,  children  who  know  no 
better  thon  to  boost  of  sex  knowledge  learned  because  the  whole  family  lived  in 
one  room,  children  who  roll  out  man-sized  oaths  with  gusto,  children  weak  ond 
under-nourished — is  it  to  be  wondered  that  coming  to  love  these  children  as  we 
do,  seeing  in  them  the  possibilities  thot  we  do — and  that  are  there— that  we 
should  want  our  Society  to  have  every  facility,  the  means  that  are  needed,  the 
staff  of  trained  workers  that  we  must  have — in  order  that  we  may  really  do  on 
effective  job  in  raising  their  standards  of  living,  in  preparing  them  to  go  out  into 
foster  homes  of  real  merit  and  opportunity? 

We  cannot  be  satisfied  to  just  give  them  o roof,  food  and  clothing,  medical 
and  hospital  care,  dental  service,  mental  interpretation,  certain  standards  of 
cleanliness,  manners  and  morals.  We  desire  also  to  bring  into  their  lives  some- 
thing of  the  rodiance  which  rightly  belongs  to  childhood. 

Above  oil  we  want  to  be  able  to  plan  and  carry  out  constructively  an  eco- 
nomic future  for  each  child — suited  to  the  inherent  aptitudes  found  in  every 
individual. 

It  is  with  these  ends  in  view  that  we  come  to  you  each  year  in  the  endeovor 
to  show  you  the  results  accomplished — to  portray  to  you  our  needs  and  ambitions — 
realizing  full  well  our  limitations  in  the  work  we  wish  to  do  and  the  enormous 
share  of  co-operation  that  must  be  yours — and  the  Public's — if  gradually  we  are 
to  build  a better  doy  for  our  children.  Truly,  "The  problems  of  the  child  are  not 
always  of  the  child  alone."

IN  MEMORIAM 

One  of  the  finest  friends  of  our  Society — anywhere  in  . 
Florida — was  Bernard  J.  Thomas  (affectionately  known 
to  all  his  friends  as  Barney),  of  Saint  Petersburg,  Fla. 
Barney  was  a friend  to  everybody.  F^e  was  a community 
asset.  He  radiated  sunshine,  happiness,  and  good  cheer 
always — everywhere.  In  his  passing  went  one  of  this 

world's  really  rare  characters. 

Barney — and  Miss  Helen  Nippert — started  and  devel- 
oped the  Four  Square  Club  for  Boys  and  the  True  Blue 
Girls  of  the  Public  Schools  of  St.  Petersburg.  These 
children  did  many  fine  services  for  others — and  were 
being  trained  for  leadership  along  all  lines.  Barney  was 
the  moving  spirit  among  these  boys  and  girls — all  of 
whom  loved  and  admired  him  sincerely. 

After  Barney's  passing — last  spring — the  Four  Square 
Boys  and  True  Blue  Girls — under  the  leadership  of  Miss 
Nippert — raised  practically  Three  Hundred  Dollars,  as  a 
memorial  to  Barney  Thomas — this  money  being  turned 
over  to  our  Society  to  be  used  in  bringing  real  comfort 
and  happiness  to  our  Homeless  and  Orphan  children. 

We  are  honored  in  being  the  recipient  of  these  funds — 
and  are  glad  to  spend  every  penny  of  these  moneys  in 
Barney's  memory — -for  our  children  in  distre.ss  and  need. 
May  God  bless,  to  all  who  knew  and  loved  him,  the 
memory  of  this  "Joy  Bringer  to  everybody — everywhere."

THROUGH  THE  HENRY  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FUND 

which  is  a jmid  of  about  $83,000.00  that  came  to  us 
some  years  ago — by  bequest  from  Captain  John  Henry 
(deceased) , of  Titusville,  Fla. — and  which  was  given 
for  Education  and  Training  Purposes  (the  interest  only 
being  used) — 

we  ore  able  to  provide  Special  Educational  and  Vocational  Training 
for  a considerable  group  of  older  girls  and  boys  each  year — par- 
ticularly at  Montverde  School,  Montverde,  Florida — and  Vashti 
School  for  Girls,  at  Thomasville,  Georgia — both  of  these  schools 
giving  us  special  rates  for  our  students — both  schools  doing  a won- 
derful piece  of  educational  and  training  work. 

We  need  more  funds  badly  for  educating  and  equipping  our  older 
girls  and  boys — too  old  to  be  placed  out  for  adoption — and  will 
gladly  welcome  additional  funds — either  for  a group  or  some  spe- 
cific student. 

Many  of  our  older  students  who  graduated  with  honor  are  now  self- 
supporting — holding  responsible  positions — and  ""making  good.""

Just  a Few  Statistics 


Wc  began  the  year  of  1934  with  a family  of  846  children  under  our  care,  supervision 
and  study. 

During  the  year  792  children  came  under  our  core  and  attention — from  every  portion 
of  the  State — and  221  children  who  in  previous  years  had  been  aided  by  our  Society  come 
under  our  care  again — making  a total  of  1,859  children  for  the  year. 

Of  this  number  181  were  aided  through  the  West  Florida  Branch  at  Pensacola;  243 
through  the  Southeast  Florida  Branch  at  Miami,  and  165  through  the  Polk  County  (Rose 
Keller)  Branch  at  Lakeland,  the  balance  of  1,270  being  cored  for  through  the  State 
Headquarters  office  and  Receiving  Home  at  Jacksonville. 

Of  the  792  new  children,  102  were  committed  to  our  Society  legally,  the  others  being 
referred  without  court  commitment.  We  only  receive  children  legally  when  there  is  no 
alternative.  124  were  placed  in  foster  homes  for  adoption;  46  were  placed  with  relatives 
for  permanent  care;  77  were  placed  temporarily;  52  were  placed  in  homes  for  summer  care 
(10  of  these  remained  in  foster  homes  pemanently). 

76  children  placed  in  foster  homes  in  previous  years  and  31  placed  with  relatives 
previous  to  1934  were  returned  to  our  care  because  of  the  depression  and  other  causes. 

55  children  were  legally  adopted  through  final  court  procedure. 

23  children  became  self-supporting  during  the  year. 

14  legal  wards  were  married. 

Of  the  102  new  legal  wards  committed  during  1934,  only  35  remained  under  care  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  All  of  the  others  were  placed  in  good  homes. 

There  were  35  more  girls  than  boys  coming  under  care  in  1934. 

Of  the  1,013  new  and  previous  children,  126  were  babies  under  one  year  of  age; 

97  from  1 to  3 years;  93  from  3 to  5;  316  from  5 to  10;  114  from  10  to  12;  108  from 

12  to  16 — 70  over  16. 

Of  the  1,013  new  and  previously  reported  children,  434  were  reported  to  us  by  parents, 
relatives  and  individuals;  200  by  courts;  216  by  Social  Agencies  in  Florida;  119  by  welfare 
agencies  out  of  the  State;  42  by  doctors  and  hospitals — other  sources  2. 

Of  these  1,013  children,  710  were  reported  from  counties  all  over  the  Stote;  119  from 

22  other  states;  184  from  Duval  County. 

Improper  parental  care  brought  226  children  to  our  attention;  155  because  of  death; 
99  born  out  of  wedlock;  70  because  of  neglect  and  abuse  of  parents;  65  were  deserted  by 
parents;  56  came  because  of  separation  of  parents;  balance  from  other  causes — only  28 
because  of  mental  causes. 

119  children  were  involved  in  cases  of  investigation  for  welfare  agencies  in  other 
states;  125  were  left  with  parents,  these  homes  having  been  re-established  or  rehabili- 
tated; 107  were  given  temporary  care  for  widowed  mothers  and  others;  161  were  aided 
through  counsel  and  advice  to  relatives;  7 were  referred  to  maternity  homes;  15  were 
referred  to  orphanages  for  institutional  care;  56  were  referred  to  family  boarding  homes; 
81  were  referred  to  other  welfare  agencies  for  special  types  of  care;  32  were  referred  to 
special  institutions. 

A total  of  358  were  admitted  to  the  Jacksonville  Receiving  Home,  103  to  the  West 
Florida  Home,  124  to  the  Lakeland  Home,  86  to  the  Miami  Home. 

809  children  remained  under  the  care,  supervision  and  study  of  our  Society  at  the 
close  of  the  year;  182  in  our  Receiving  Homes,  39  in  special  schools  and  institutions;  1 in 
hospital;  420  in  foster  homes  under  supervision;  23  in  boarding  homes  (10  of  these  in 
the  Barrett  Memorial  Home  at  South  Jacksonville);  1 at  CCC  Camp;  139  under  study; 

4 addresses  temporarily  unknown. 

We  start  the  year  of  1935  with  a family  of  809  children — from  wee  bobies  up  to 
sixteen  years  of  age — of  all  creeds,  from  every  portion  of  Florida — under  our  care,  super- 
vision and  study. 

We  probably  will  have  from  Twelve  to  Fifteen  Hundred  additional  children  come  under 
our  care  and  attention  during  1935. 

The  only  limit  to  the  service  we  can  render  is  the  money  to  render  the  service  with.

SOME  OUTSTANDING  NEEDS  IN  OUR  WORK 

To  those  of  our  friends  who  would  like  to  hove  their  funds  used  in 
some  special  way — we  desire  to  offer  some  real  opportunities,  for 
we  have  several  outstanding  needs  that  can  only  be  met  as  we  are 
able  to  secure  funds  to  meet  these  needs. 

FIRST — We  need  badly  a new  Modern,  Fire-Proof,  Sanitary  Cottage 
Plan  Receiving  Home  in  Jacksonville.  We  have  the  plans  all 
drawn,  we  own  a twelve-acre  tract  of  land  on  Post  Street  in 
Murray  Hill,  and  are  ready  to  start  construction  when  the  funds 
are  available.  If  we  could  sell  our  present  Receiving  Home 
property  on  Riverside  and  Saint  Johns  Avenues,  we  would  have 
at  least  half  of  the  necessary  funds  to  build  the  new  Home. 
SECOND — We  need  very  badly  a new  Receiving  Home — in  a much 
better  location— at  Pensacola.  Our  present  West  Florida  Re- 
ceiving Home  is  not  suited  to  our  needs  at  all — and  is  located 
in  an  undesirable  section.  Here  is  a chance  for  some  good 
West  Florida  friend  or  family  to  render  a permanent  and  out- 
standing service.  The  present  home  is  a fire-trap. 

THIRD — At  Lakeland,  we  need  the  funds  to  purchase  two  addi- 
tional lots  for  playground  purposes — and  we  need  another 
building  badly — a fire-proof,  sanitary  building — to  meet  the 
needs  of  our  Polk  County  Branch.  Our  present  Rose  Keller 
Home  is  inadequate  in  every  way  to  meet  our  needs. 

FOURTH — We  need  some  playground  equipment  ot  all  three  of  our 
Receiving  Homes — badly — Swings,  Teeter  Boards,  etc. — and  we 
need  playground  supervisors  to  direct  the  play. 

FIFTH — At  our  present  Jacksonville  Receiving  Home — we  need  im- 
mediately an  addition  to  our  present  Administration  Building. 
We  need  a two-story  addition,  for  offices  downstairs  and  a 
Recreation  and  Study  Hall  upstairs.  We  have  no  greater  need 
than  this.  We  need  similar  additions  for  the  same  purposes  at 
Pensacola  and  Lakeland. 

SIXTH — We  need  a Library  and  Reading  Room  at  each  of  the  three 
Receiving  Homes — Books  and  Magazines — for  our  children. 
We  need  a library  of  books  relating  to  children  and  child  wel- 
fare work,  for  the  staff  of  workers  at  each  of  these  Homes. 


SEVENTH — We  need  a real  Infirmary — and  isolation  ward — at 
each  of  our  Receiving  Homes — not  larger,  but  properly  built 
and  equipped. 

EIGHTH — We  need  a new  Furnace  for  our  Lakeland  Receiving 
Home. 

NINTH — We  need  a new  Piano  at  our  Barrett  Memorial  Home  for 
Older  Boys  at  South  Jacksonville — and  some  playground  equip- 
ment, too. 

TENTH — We  need  a used  auto  badly — for  the  workers  at  our  Lake- 
land Home. 

ELEVENTH — We  can  make  good  use  of  two  or  three  good  Radios 
at  our  Jacksonville  Receiving  Home.

We  need  an  additional  Stenographer. 

We  need  a Relief  Matron  for  night  duty. 

We  need  a Night  Nurse  for  our  Baby  Cottage. 

These  eight  workers  are  definitely  needed  at  once — but  we 
have  no  funds  to  meet  their  salaries. 

SEVENTEENTH — We  need  additional  Steel  Filing  Cabinets  and 
Card  Files  for  our  offices  at  Jacksonville. 

EIGHTEENTH — We  need  three  Autos — for  our  Field  Workers — 
badly. 

NINETEENTH — We  need  Rugs,  Chairs,  Kitchen  Equipment,  Table 
and  Bed  Linens,  Towels,  Wash  Cloths. 

TWENTIETH— We  need  Children's  Clothing,  Underwear,  Shoes, 
Hats,  of  every  size  and  kind.

WHAT  ABOUT 
THE  FUTURE? 


No  one  knows  in  these  days  just  what  is  going  to  happen  in  this  old  world  of 
ours — but  we  can  all  hope  for  better  conditions — and  have  faith  enough  in  those 
who  are  guiding  our  destinies  to  believe  that  things  are  going  to  work  out  more 
favorably  soon. 

None  of  us  in  welfare  work  here  in  Florida  know  what  changes  there  will 
be  made  in  our  Social  Welfare  Program  during  the  session  of  our  Legislature 
soon  to  convene.  There  are  many  "human  needs"  to  be  provided  for  in  Florida, 
and  we  trust  that  while  our  legislators  are  busy  providing  new  taxes — new  plans — 
for  Florida's  commercial  and  material  progress  that  they  will  not  overlook  the 
responsibility  of  the  State  to  moke  proper  provision  for  all  the  under-privileged 
men,  women  and  children  in  our  midst. 

Newton  D.  Baker,  Secretary  of  War  during  the  Wilson  Presidency,  has  recently 
said:  "Twenty  years  from  now  the  effective  people  of  the  United  States  will  be 

the  boys  and  girls  of  today  grown  up.  Their  effectiveness  v/ill  depend  upon  the 
environment  and  opportunity  with  which  we  now  surround  them  and  the  whole- 
someness of  the  feelings  and  opinions  which  are  now  generoted  in  them  by  the 
society  of  which  they  are  a part  and  to  whose  hand  they  must  look,  both  for 
guidance  and  for  help." 

On  September  Fifteenth,  1934,  your  State  Superintendent  began  his  Twenty- 
Fifth  year  of  Service  to  the  Childhood  of  Florida.  I am  exceedingly  anxious  to 

.make  this  twenty-fifth  year  (rounding  out  a quarter  of  a century  of  service  to 

many  thousands  of  Florida  children)  the  biggest  and  best  year  of  service  in  every 
way.  To  do  this  we  will  need  more  friends — more  funds — more  interest — and 
more  help — from  all  of  the  Officers,  Directors  and  Friends  of  our  great  work  ail 
thru  the  State.  I will  guarantee  the  results  if  the  funds  are  sent  in. 

I should  like  very  much  to  secure  a Quarter  of  a Million  Dollars  to  aid  a 

Quarter  of  Ten  Thousand  Children  in  this  Quarter  of  a Century  Yeor  of  Service. 

If  each  reader  of  this  report  will  do  his  or  her  level  best  financially — my  ambitions 
will  be  realized.  I am  only  anxious  for  this  increased  amount  of  money  in  order 
to  render  a larger  and  more  effective  service  to  the  Homeless,  Orphan  ond  Needy 
Children  of  our  State. 

Jane  Addams  has  said:  "We  have  no  right  to  break  our  contract  with  youth. 
That  contract  is  that  we  shall  make  it  possible  for  boys  and  girls  to  have  a bosis 
upon  which  they  can  build  strong,  self-reliant  characters  and  a love  for  their 
country  which  will  make  them  willing  to  serve  it  and  sacrifice  for  it." 

To  these  fine  purposes  we  dedicate  our  efforts  anew — in  the  beginning  of 
another  year  of  service  to  Florida's  Childhood  of  today — its  manhood  and  woman- 
hood of  tomorrow. 

May  we  count  upon  your  interest — your  help — your  real  partnership?
